Professionally 
Speaking 


More than 4,500 surgeons and graduate nurses attended the 13th 
annual doctor-nurse Sectional Meeting of the American College 
of Surgeons from Monday, Feb. 27 until Thursday, March 2 
at the Americana and New York Hilton Hotels. Three members 
of HSS’s staff were among those who took part in the program, 
Dr. William Cooper, Dr. Allan Inglis and Dr. Bernard Jacobs. 
Dr. Richard Freyberg and Dr. Cornelius H. Traeger, Dr. Em- 
manuel Rudd and Dr. Anthony Gristina will be lecturers for an 
accredited course in Arthritis-Rheumatism to be held at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, New York City. 


An item noted in the January 27th, 1967 issue of the Los An- 
geles Herald-Examiner told the story of a 46 year old mother of 
six who had good reason to hope today that she will once again 
be able to use her right forearm which was completely sheared 
from her body in an auto crash last December. Mrs. Georgia 
Anna White was taken by ambulance after the accident to Los 
Angeles County General Hospital along with her severed fore- 
arm packed in ice. 


A team of resident orthopedic surgeons, under the direction of 
Dr. J. Paul Harvey, attempted the eight-hour transplant opera- 
tion, carefully splicing the bones and suturing veins, arteries, 
muscles and nerves back together. Thus far, Dr. Harvey said 
circulation has returned to Mrs. White’s forearm, but it would 
take another two years to determine if the transplant was a com- 
plete success. Dr. Harvey is an Alumnus of HSS. 


These past few weeks have been busy ones in the HSS Lecture 
Hall. On January 31 and February 1, there was a national Sym- 
posium on Low Angle X-ray Scattering under the Chairman- 
ship of Dr. Aaron S. Posner. About seventy-five scientists from 
many fields (metallurgy, polymers, proteins, glass structures, 
etc.) and from many universities were in attendance. The first 
day of the program was a repeat of the short course given in 
past years, designed to acquaint newcomers to the field with the 
theory and practice of low angle x-ray scattering. Dr. E. D. 
Eanes and Mr. R. A. Harper of the HSS Research Department 
contributed instructional lectures on this day. The second day 
consisted of invited papers dealing with various problems in ex- 
periment and interpretation which face workers in this field. 


A two day workshop on Endochondral C Calcification was held 
in the HSS Lecture Hall on Tuesday, February 7 and Wednes- 
day, February 8, 1967. The meeting, sponsored by the National 
Institutes of Health, dealt with such topics relating to the sub- 
ject as: morphology, Chemistry, nucleation and metabolism. 
Dr. Aaron S. Posner of HSS and Dr. David S. Howell, of the 
University of Miami were co-chairmen of the meeting. In spite 
of the Blizzard of ’67, over ninety scientists from all over the 
United States and Canada were in attendance. Speakers from 
the HSS were Drs. Bauer, Termine, Eanes and Granda. The 
Hospital hosted a cocktail party at the Faculty Club for the par- 
ticipants on the first night of the workshop. 


On January 20, 1967, selected groups from the Cornell Medical 
Community presented a program to the University Board of 
Trustees. The Hospital for Special Surgery’s role in the program 
was a review of the Modern Treatment of Spine Curvature. The 
presentation was introduced by Dr. R. L. Patterson with discus- 
sions by Drs. J. Doherty, D. Levine, I. Nydick and J. P. Smith 
(of New York Hospital). 


Sir Herbert Seddon, Director of the Institute of Orthopaedics 
in London, spent January 5th at the hospital. He was the major 
participant at a Hand Conference on that day, presenting also 
a talk on “Nerve Repair.” 


A SALUTE TO THE H.S.S. GIFT SHOP 


A hospital is many things to many people. Special Surgery functions as a school, 
research laboratory, gymnasium, training center, brace shop and in general a place that 
makes the sick well again. 

The Gift Shop, an important component of the Hospital, began in 1938 as a small 
service. In those early days the customer received his goods on a counter that was the lower 
half of a Dutch door, much like the door of our present Pharmacy. Soon thereafter the shop 
moved to larger quarters. When The Hospital for Special Surgery moved to its present 70th 
Street location, the Gift Shop inherited even larger quarters. It was altered about two years 
ago and now is a far cry from the original “corner shop.” It presently is three to four times 
larger than the first shop and its spacious, attractive surroundings are a source of pride to 
the Hospital. 

In the past, the Shop was open five days a week, but now it is open seven. The hours 
are 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. on weekdays and 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on weekends. 

Originally the Shop just handled candies, cigarettes and a few other items. Now the 
inventory of the Shop comprises a variety of gifts, toys, magazines, books, jewelry, cosmet- 
ics as well as the original items. One of the services provided by the Gift Shop is a mobile 
cart that goes up on each floor once a day. This cart carries cigarettes, candy, cookies, etc. 
to the patients who are not ambulatory. 

If there is a demand for a particular item, the Gift Shop will be more than happy to 
order it if at all possible, for the Shop’s primary purpose is service to the patients, visitors 
and personnel. 

The ladies who make this service available to all of us are: Mrs. John H. Reynolds, 
the Hospital’s Vice President and Women’s Auxiliary Chairman of the Gift Shop, and Mrs. 
Frank H. Ochs, the Shop’s Manager and Buyer. 

In addition, Mrs. Sylvia Pearson now works in the Shop two % days per week, but 
previously spent three days a week for many years. Mrs. Carpenter can be found in the 
Shop two days per week and has been associated with it for twelve years. Miss Margaret 
Wyman also works two days a week. Furthermore, there are approximately ten volunteers 
who devote their time to the Shop. Those who have put in over two years are as follows:

Mrs. Rube Goldberg, 2 years service in Gift Shop 


Unlike many Gift Shops, ours has contributed handsomely to many specific proj- 
ects throughout the Hospital. We should all like to salute Mrs. Reynolds and Mrs. Ochs 
for the fine work they do. 


FEDERAL WAGE & HOUR LAW CHANGES 


On February 1, 1967 the Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1966 were ex- 
tended to cover workers in hospitals and schools and increased the minimum wage 
for employment already subject to the law. 


Unless specifically exempt, employees must be paid at least as follows; 
Minimum Wage: $1.00 per hour (Federal); $1.50 per hour (N. Y. State) 


One and one-half times the employee’s regular rate of pay 
for all hours in excess of 44 in a workweek. 


Overtime: 


It should be noted that at Special Surgery the minimum wage is $1.87 an hour, 
considerably above the legislated minimum. We have also long made it a prac- 
tice to pay overtime for all hours over 40 in a workweek. 


Since the law also requires that employers keep accurate records of each em- 
ployee’s hours worked each week, we have had to institute the use of time sheets. 
However, hospital policies and procedures have, in most cases, exceeded the 
standards set by the government, and the law’s effect here has been minimal.

HOSPITAL 
CENTRALIZES 
ON STORAGE 


The second floor of the Warehouse on 
71st Street is now being used for Cen- 
tralized storage. Yepsi Lopez has been 
assigned to supervise this new area. 
Assisting him will be a modern fork- 
lift truck to transport large cartons of 
disposable items, beds, as well as other 
bulk-like supplies. 


This new warehouse storage area will 
not deliver directly to hospital loca- 
tions but will supply the Receiving 
Dept. with all items other than furni- 
ture. This means that departments re- 
questing supplies and equipiment 
should still do so through Charles Cox 
and his staff. 
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
